RILEY GOES TO THE BREEDING BUREAU. 

Lexington. Ky.. Oct«d»er 21. — Edward Corrigan has 
donated the famous old race horse and sire, Riley, 
now' twenty-one years old. hy lyongfellow — Geneva, 
to the Kentucky Breeding Bureau, and Secretary 
Shouse has directed that he l>e sent to W. R. Mur- 
phy. at I»ndon. in laturel County. Riley for the 
past two seasons has l>een at Harry Payne Whitney’s 
Brookdale Stud in New Jersey and will be broug’nt 
to Kentucky next week. Mr. Whitney owns Daisy 
F. and Hurl.v Burly, ami after the success of Burgo- 
master he was desirou.s of having more Riley manes 
in his estAbllsliment. so he leased the son of l»ng- 
fellow from Mr. <V»rrlgan for the seasons of 19o7 
anti 1008 and bred him to several of his best ma- 
Irous. A fortnight ago be made a settlement with 
Mr. Corrigan, wrote him that the st*rvice had hc<n 
satisfactory and asked where he should semi the 
hoa-se. Mr. Corrigan, having decided to disperse his 
breeding establishment here, and not wanting to .st'Ii 
the good old horse to some one who might not pro- 
vide well for him, concluded to place him with the 
bureau, the stallions of whidi receive the most c.x- 
cellent mre and attention. Mr. Corrigan sitys that 
Rilev. in spite of his age. is still a very vigorous 
horse and should be gotsl for four or five years yet. 
IiM'idep tally. Secretary Shonse s.iys the rei>orts from 
the bureau stallions are excellent this year. The 
farmers residing near the stations are highly elated 
with the weanlings th€*y have from these horses.

Sir Martin aud Fa\ette. to England that the mait>rity of t>hservers have concluded the desire to seil 
tilt 111 ftH- a big i»rice was at the iKittiun of tlie tlcclared intent itm tt* send them across, tlie natural result 
being mnch free advertising that might help in jirtmiot ing a sale. The colts are gotsl t'uoiigh to be racetl 
any where and may yet he scut to Fugland. but tht*y are still iu thi* laud of their nativity, while nearly all 
otlit*r I'.orses intentleil ft»r campaigning in England :iml France nt*xt yt*ar have alrt atly been ship|>ed. It niay 
be tliat Madden has cont lnd(*<l there will l»c gtxsi enough piekiiig in this eoimtry next year ft>r his tw’o stars 
an 1 if h«* lias ti(*eided to allow them to ornament American racing no one will Ik* found reatly to quarrel 
with that tlecisioii. 

Of the two Hie general f<UTn t»f the season’s racing inaile Sir Martin out the better racer, but not 
muei). Fa.vette was Imt little liehind his great slahlemitt* in speed aud ability to carry weiglit. His first 
start was for a purse al Delinont Park. May 19. Not being used to r:it*ing. he l>oltiMl across the traek at 
the start aiitl was praetie.illy h*ft at the ikisI. At tin* same track. M.iy 27. he sliowed improvement ami 
ran Hiiid ti» Pitz Herhert ami Precejitor in another purse race. Then. ;it Oraveseud, June 0. he came out 
ready f<»r greatt*r things ami ran second ttt Sir Marlin in the Grt*at .American Stakes and couhl liave won 
easilv Iiimself had it been necessary. At the same trick. June l.’t. h*» won the ricli Treimmt Stakes, with 
Sir Slartin second. It wa.> the tlcclared intention to win with Sii Martin, hut AA’alter Miller, disregarding 
instruct iiuis. rushed P.i.velte into clttse pursuit of the mm staying Strike Out at once ami. after passing the 
leader, ditl not ease Fa.vette up to allow Sir Martin to win. but kept him in front to the finish aud deprived 
him of his liighlv valued maiden allowance. He h.id up 115 iHUintls tt> 12J) on Sir Martin, which beat 
P.ol-bin four lengths for second place, and could have been an easy winner but for Miller’s pigheaded ob- 
s»inacv. 

Having incurred a penalty. Fayette was sent ft>r tlm first lialf of the Dtmble Event at Sheepshead Bay. 
.luiie 19, ami wtm in a eaiiter b.v Hiree lengths, while Sir Martin hatl etmsiderahle ditficnlt.v in tlisposing t>f 
Fs|H*ninto by a half length for second place. Each t»f the .Matldeii colts carrit*tl 129 pounds and the result 
ni.-.th* many (tmsidt‘r I'ayette the inastt*r of Sir Martin, an inipre.ssitm <lisi>elled b.v Hieir suhsetpient raci'ig. 
^A'lien. at tlie same tr.-ick eiglit tiays later, litith started iu the .$25,000 Oreat Trial Stakes, with the same 
129 pounds on eacli. Ir was Sir .Martin that was first by a gott,! two lengths, while Fayette had his tronhh*s 
in beating Helmet luit by a bead for seeomi immey. However. Helmet was a green racer .ami bumpeii 
Fayette several times in Hie stretch, wlileli hatl et»nsider;ibh* tt> t|t> with tlielr close finisli. lu the secoml 
hair t*f Hit* Dtmhie Event Sir Martin wtm again ami tliis time Helmet was st*eontl and Fayette tliinl. the 
i.-ittep unexpeeteilly tiring badl.v in the stretch struggle. In th«* Saratttga Sfieeial. at Saratoga. August S.

Dr. Holzberg the Only AVinning First Choice— Han- 
bridge Defeats Old Honesty and Colonel Jack. 

Cincinnati. O.. October 24. — Track conditions of 
tUe worst kind were accountable for frequent sur- 
prises and the defeats of well backed choices in all 
of the races toda.v. excepting the second, won by 
I^r. Holzberg. The stunner of the day came with 
the running of the principal race, a handicap at a 
mile and a furlong, for which Colonel Jack was an 
overwhelming choice with Old Honesty preferred 
to Haubrldge. the t>nly other starter. The latter 
received sharp backing near pt*st time that brought 
his price tumbling downward. He justified this 
confidence bv showing the way throughout and won 
ouDtering. Old Honesty was never in danger of 
losing second place after going a half, as Ctdonel 
Jack seemingly could not raise a respectable gallop. 
The latter showed some symptoms of lameness be- 
fore the start and his owner was given permission, 
while the horse was in the paddock, to have a new 
set of plates put on.

Bar- 
ney Schreiber’s Dr. Ht*lzberg, in the seconti race, 
the onl.y favorite to win during the afternoon, had 
a lucky eseane from defeat.

He is at present 
at work preparing an answer to the petition tiled 
hy the Latonia Jockey dub. and will probably have 
it ready early next week. By consent of attorney.** 
representing both sides the ease will not be argnetl 
until Friday or tbituniay next. It is now practically 
certain tliat regardb*ss of the outcome the caiie will 
go to the .Supreme Ctnirt on appeal. There is little 
likelihood there will l>e any interruption to the racing 
until the grantetl twenty-four days of this meeting 
have been run off.

world over will regret to hear of the severe loss sus- 
tained by Mrs. H. V. Jai'kson. the American lady, 
and the F:gertou House Stud by tlie sudden death 
of the stallion. Vel*>clty. whieh occurreil on Satur 
day. It apiK*ars the horse was out as usual in the 
morning for exercise, wlnui it was noticed something 
was wrong with him. and before veterinary aid could 
Ik* rendered he fell over ami expired. A iwst-mortem 
allowed tnat he had a broken pelvis and much in- 
ternal hemorrhage, .\bout thirty mares were breil 
to Velocity tliis year, while liis subscription for 
next season was veiT nearly full, and as he seemed 
likely to have a great career in front of him as a 
sire, his death is a loss to the turf as well as to 
his owner. 

By Spr^ed. out of Ballast. Velocifv was only six 
.veafs old, having been foaled in Ireland in lt>02. 
Though he failed to wiu a race as a two . vear -old. 
his subsecpient perfoniiaiices showed him to Im' om* 
of the iH'st all-round horses of his day. possessed of 
lx»th sjieed and stamina. At three years he won tlie 
Ganibridgeshire. for whi<’h he was well bai’ked ami 
started favorite, under eighty nine m>unds. and 
though ho failed in the Great I'om Plate at Lincoln 
when his linm^i^t was nearly twenty-eight t>ouuds 
more, he did some groat things the next sea.'<oii. 
He w<Mi among otlier ra<*es the Wellington Handi- 
eap at Samlown under 140 iHUinds. and tlu' Doncaster 
t'up. and did even better as a five-.vear-old. .\t 
that age he won the C3ty and Suburban, carrying 428 
pounds, from a goml class field, the VTiesterfield Cup 
at Goodwoml. carrying 1.36 m>umls, and repeated his 
victory in tlie Doncaster (’up. when he had liehiiid 
Litn such horses as Bridge tpf Caiin>’. The M'liite 
Knight. Torpednt and Radium. In addition, he won 
the Grand Prix d’Osteud<». when he was opposed by 
some g<*od Continental form. 

The Belgian anti -gambling crusade will not ruin 
Belgian racing. King L<*o|Mdd was tentatively in- 
terviewed when he visited the raees at Brussrds 
rm-ently. but declined to give any oinnion save that 
he had every i-oufidence in those wiio hail ac<*epted 
the adminis>tratioii of the law fop the welfare of 
his people. Tlie ministerial circular of September 
14. Rkts. has <‘ommuni<ated otfieially to the various 
managements of the race courses in Beljiiuiii as 
Mell as to the b<H>kmakers. 33ie telegram sent 
by the minister of justice to the different authori- 
ties, magistrates, etc., runs thus: “Wivgcrs made 

on horse racing are assimilated to games of I’hauce 
and hazard when those making them have not the 
special knowledge which permits them to weigh the 
different chances of the horses engaged. The «*ondi- 
tlons are urei'iselv the same for list betting and for 
the nmtiiel betting, whether taking place on <«• off 
the race cours«‘. The fact that the <»rganization of 
the mutuel bidting has lieeii permitted by the lo<‘al 
authorities under the ravi. 7 of the law of December 
.31. 1851. In exchange for a percentage in favor 
of some charitable purpose, will pot preclude a 
criminal i»rosecution iimler clau.se .3(K5 of the penal 
code, as the law of 1851 .respecting the authoriza- 
tion of lotteries was not applicable to betting on 
ra<*es. which come under the heading of games, 
chance and liazard.” . . ^ 

Doubts exist as to the ultimate action of the pub- 
lic nrosecutor acting under the instructions of the 
minister of justice, hut with racing in such a pro- 
gressive condition in Belgium, the intluencc of the 
king will be sufficient to prevent any further en- 
croachment oil the domain of speculation other than 
the alv>lition of a game of chance which has ruined 
so many homes on this side of the frontier. The 
law admits the legality of men backing Ihclr 
<ypinions respecting horses with their money if they 
are by tlieir position able to form an opinion a.s to 
the respective merits of the iiors<*s which lM.‘come 
their medinm of speculation, but Is not in favor of 
all tlujse systems where the element of chance is 
predominant. 

Tlie stallion. Perth, the property of M. Caillault. 
the well-known French sportsman, has just died at 
I>* Pin ifroni inflammation of the kidneys. Wlnst 
oil the turf he was a racer of high class, and among 
other imiKirtant events won the French Derby and 
the Grand Prize of Paris. Perth, which was by War 
Daiice, <nit of Primrose Dame, bv Burcaldiue. out 
of Lady Rosebery, had a successful stud career, 
auKUig the lx‘st of his progeny being Northeast. 
Suuge Pourpree and Beeswax. Perth’s death is a 
severe loss to the French turf and to his owner, 
w’lio had recently Tcfiised an offer of $100,(Ki0 made 
for him by the Hungarian Agricultural IKrpartiuent. 

The Weinberg stable of Germany has nlreadv won 
$142,375 this season and Oie engagements vet pend- 
ing will assuredly bring tlie total near to that made 
in the record year of 1006. when the winnings 



have, however, not shown such pnuiiise as their 
elders, but there are still some in reserve.
